Your professional organization has stepped up to the plate, but when are YOU 
going to make a commitment personally or as a firm, to be a leader in the creation 
of a sustainable built environment? The decisions we make on a daily (and hourly) 
basis truly do make a significant impact on the future of Las Vegas and the world. 


If you are not familiar yet with the Architecture 2030 Challenge yet, please take 
10 minutes to read and bookmark the website: architecture2030.org and you 
will quickly understand the gravity of the situation as well as the profound effect 
that architects and specifiers can have on a truly global scale. For instance, the 
fact that in the next 30 years over three-quarters of the built environment will be 
either new or newly renovated is at first mind-boggling to comprehend but is also 
incredibly exciting to consider since architects will be involved in all, or most of it. 
When buildings account for 48% of the energy use and nearly 80% of all electricity 
consumption, it becomes clear that architects can, and indeed must become 
leaders in sustainable design, construction and energy conservation on a massive 
scale if we are to have any chance of combating climate change. 


As Ed Mazria and many climate scientists have 
put it, the clock is ticking but | have every belief 
that our profession will rise to the challenge. This 
is a weighty task but we can doit. By learning the 
basics of integrated design, employing simple 
energy modeling, pushing for LEED certification 
on every project possible, and sharing resources 
and lessons-learned (yes, we will have to start 
talking to each other more than once a month 
over chicken), it won't take long for Las Vegas to 
become a nationwide model for not just beautiful architecture and urban design, 
but also for transforming our sprawling Strip & Suburb into a vibrant community; 
giving it and its residents a sense of civitas, a belonging, a sense of Place that we 
all know is greatly lacking. 


Together we can help educate each other and at the same time pass on this 
knowledge and collectively nudge our local and statewide representatives 
to craft a new vision for Las Vegas that represents a more livable, sustainable 
conception of growth (we have to face the fact that we will never stop growing 
while there is still water available), while at the same time pushing for clean energy 
production at the micro and macro scale. While we are each taking the baby 
steps toward 'greening' our firms, we must work hard as civic leaders to address 
the immediate issues of carbon emissions and poor air quality that would come 
with the development of coal burning energy plants which are being planned for 
several locations in northern Nevada. If we care about this community and this 
state that has been so good to all of us, we will have to look beyond the cash flow 
chart and begin to think how we can make this a better place for our children. 


Please log on to Architecture 2030, make the personal pledge to work towards a 
goal of making our life's work just 50% less wasteful. That is something we will look 
back on with great pride and to be able to tell our grandchildren that we were a 
part of history.

NOTES FROM GRASSROOTS, WASHINGTON D.C. 2008 


Having only just a few hours ago presented the AIA Nevada, AIA Las 
Vegas and AIA Northern Nevada's shared vision of one statewide 
AIA, our many successful events we've conducted, and our plans for 
continuing our AIA 150 efforts | am stunned as to how progressive our 
vision appears to be, in the eyes of all here at AIA National. Our ideas 
were not only well received, but were hailed as a shinning example as to what can be done 
in the name of architects, the AIA, and the communities we represent, as advocates for 
the important issues we bring forth. | believe this is the direct result of the efforts of you - our 
membership - who participated in the AIA 150 and SDAT programs, and the tireless efforts of 
our staff in helping us keep our eye on the ball (spring training has started hasn't 112). 


When looking at all we've accomplished over the past two plus years it truly is remarkable. 
Actually it was just two years ago that the idea of the AIA 150 program was presented to us 
here as Grassroots. It was at that event that, | believe on a cocktail lounge napkin, that Wade 
Simpson, Randy Lavigne and Iscribbled down the first ideas for a Governor Candidates Forum, 
and 24-hour long Town Hall meetings (If we only knew then what we know now). Since that 
time there have been many AIA Nevada Livable Community Awards given, we actually did 
two Governors Forums, a SDAT, the 24 hour Town Hall Meetings, Design Charrettes, and а 
just about to be released Blueprint for Nevada, (not to mention the great WMR Conference 
that the Northern Nevada Board pulled off that people here are still talking about) all with 
the goal of developing a sustainable vision for our State, and an approach for advocating 
these issues and ideas to our constituency and political shareholders.

CCSD CONTINUES TO GIVE BACK TO THE COMMUNITY 


The rapid expansion of the Las Vegas Valley has nearly reached 
the surrounding mountains; therefore, architects must now 
contend with the urban growth due to the limited amount of 
land left to develop. In a proactive effort to conserve land, the 
Clark County School District hired Weres Pucstey Ancurrcrs to design 
anew multi-level prototype middle school. 


The first two-story prototype, Roy Martin Middle School, is 
currently under construction and serves as a replacement for 
the existing school. In 2004, the existing gymnasium fell victim 
to arson. The new school will replace the building that once 
housed the activity core and excitement of the neighborhood 
with simple yet dramatic gestures that 
reflect the diversity and creativity of 
this Community. А central courtyard 
will act as the school hub. All functions 
of the school center on this courtyard 
allowing for fluid circulation throughout 
the complex. Because of the desire to 
create an open campus feeling, the 
buildings are separated, which allows 
for unique architectural identities for 
each primary school function (i.e. 
Commons, gym, administration, arts 
and classroom). 


The new Roy Martin Prototype Middle School was developed with

both designed to allow for larger community gatherings such 
as community college extension courses, elections, community 
fairs, etc. Also the ball fields act as a community park after 
school hours. The dynamic design and welcoming atmosphere 
all reflect the pride of place that the students and teachers have 
for their community. 


The primary focus of Roy Martin Middle Schoolis the kids. Therefore 
sustainability practices are implemented in ways that will help the 
children learn and at the same time become more aware of the 
importance of sustainability and the environment. The first and 
most important aspect of the project was to design a campus 
that focused on solar orientation. 
Welles Pugsley Architects developed 
a scheme that allows natural light into 
every classroom for 6096 of the day 
without the need for artificial lighting. 
This was accomplished by developing 
a floor plan that could be oriented the 
same direction on any type of site, no 
matter the site. The only restriction was 
that the site had to be a 10 acre square 
site minimum. This allows for proper solar 
orientation of the prototype building, 
the idea being that with a square site, 
the building can always be faced south. 
By utilizing this daylighting strategy, the school is able to save on 
electrical consumption as well as develop dramatic classroom 
forms creating an inspiring learning environment.
